REMARKS 

This amendment is in response to the Office Action dated June 1 1, 2010. Claims 1 4, 5, 
and 7-10 have been amended, claims 2, 3 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer, and 
no claims have been added; as such, claims 1, and 4-10 are now pending in this application. Claims 
1, 5, and 7-10 are independent claims. Reconsideration and allowance is requested in view of the 
claim amendments and the following remarks. These amendments add no new matter. The 
Features of claim 2 and 3 have been incorporated into independent claims 1,5, and 7-10. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant appreciates that claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim that would be allowable if rewritten in independent form, including all of the features of the 
base claim and intervening claims. 

Applicant has amended independent claims 1, 5 and 7-10 to include the allowable 
subject matter of claim 3. 

Accordingly, Applicant believes the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) are moot and 
the rejections under of claims 1-2 and 4-10 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) be withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

In view of the above amendment and remarks, applicant believes the pending application 
is in condition for allowance. 

This response is believed to be a complete response to the Office Action. However, 
Applicant reserves the right to set forth further arguments supporting the patentability of their 
claims, including the separate patentability of the dependent claims not explicitly addressed herein, 
in future papers.
